Most fruitful dialogue is 
with Anglicans, Lutherans

In the 18 years since Pope Paul VI promulgated the 
Second Vatican Council’s Decree on Ecumenism the Roman 
Catholic Church has actively pursued ecumenical 
contacts with other Christians, including official 
theological dialogues with Anglicans and Lutherans. And 
just recently, Bishop Leo T. Maher promulgated a set of 
diocesan guidelines. for ecumenical and interreligious 
activity, the result of seven years work by the Diocesan 
Ecumenical Commission dating back to the Synod of 
1975. 


One concrete expression of the Commission’s work, 
released just in time for the start next week of the Octave 
of Prayer for Christian Unity, is the document When 
Episcopalians and Roman Catholics Marry, developed by 
Anglicans and Roman Catholics in dialogue here in San 
Diego. 

AS FOR the Week of Prayer itself, the Ecumenical 
Commission plans very little in the way of special 
activities, said Fathers Richard F. Duncanson and Dennis 
Mikulanis, co-chairmen, who prefer to think of the quest 
for Christian unity as a year-round endeavor, rather than 
something confined to just one week out of the year. The 
Commission will, however, present special awards to 
underscore the importance of the octave. 


In a candid assessment of how far Christians have come 
and how much further they still have to go, both priests 
felt that the progress between. theologians is not always 
reflected in grassroots relationships, though there are 
notable exceptions.

But Evangelicals are wary; 
View it as a compromise

EL CAJON — The issue of Christian unity became 
more than just a discussion topic when last month an 
apparently anti-Catholic issue of an Evangelical humor 
magazine based here was mailed to its 20,000 subscribers. 
The publishers of The Wittenburg Door, an 
internationally-distributed magazine, say the point of the 
satirical issue was anti-anti-Catholic — aimed at the 
“‘parochialism’”’ of Protestants. 


If you can tell a magazine by its cover(s), The 
Wittenburg Door pokes fun at or assails (depending on the 
reader’s vantage point) everything from bingo to the 
pope. An ornate, full-color stained glass window that 
resembles a bingo card adorns the front of the magazine; 
the back page spoofs the American Express ad ‘‘Do You 
Know Me?” with Pope John Paul II’s face spliced onto 
the body of a barrel-chested, western shirt- and jeans-clad 
body. ‘‘Don’t leave Rome without it,” the ad says. 


SANDWICHED between the covers are bogus news 
briefs including one about a musical Catholics have been 
asked to boycott, where Gene Kelly ‘‘dances through the 
streets of the Vatican City, surrounded by kids and 
singing, ‘I’ve got rhythm, I’ve got my gal, I’ve got 10 
kids, who could ask for anything more?’ ’’; a real 
interview with ‘‘soft-spoken’’ Father Andrew Greeley; 
and numerous comics, among other features. 


“You'd have to look pretty hard to see Protestants 
attacking Catholics (in The Wittenburg Door),’’ Wayne 
Rice, an owner and co-publisher of the magazine, said. 
He characterized it as mostly ‘‘good-natured ribbing and 
teasing.”’ 

Rice’s partner, Mike Yaconelli, who serves as editor, 
said ‘‘the intent was to go after anti-Catholicism in 
Protestant churches, which we feel is on the upswing.’ 
Indeed, their editorial is written by a man who admits to 
being ‘‘arrogant and ignorant’’ for once believing that 
“‘the terms Christian and Roman Catholic were mutually 
exclusive.” 


THE EDITORIAL writer concludes, ‘‘I teethed on 
Dwight L. Moody and Charles Spurgeon. But having 
teethed on them I believe I am finding more solid food in 
the Roman tradition when it comes to worship. Pax 


Vobiscum.”’

Pope names 18 to body, 
including one non-bishop

VATICAN CITY — Among the 18 new cardinals 
named by Pope John Paul II Jan. 5 are two archbishops 
who were major newsmakers in 1982 — American 
Archbishop Joseph Bernardin of Chicago and Polish 
Archbishop Jozef Glemp of Gniezo and Warsaw. 


Archbishop Bernardin heads the U.S. bishops’ 
committee which is drafting a pastoral letter on nuclear 
war. The proposed letter has caused controversy within 
the Church and government circles, and the papal choice 
is seen as a confirmation of the work the archbishop has 
been doing. 


ARCHBISHOP GLEMP is the Polish primate and the 
chief spokesman for the Church there in its confrontations 
with the Communist government. His choice is seen as a 
papal rebuff to critics inside Poland who think the 
archbishop has been too soft in dealing with the martial 
law regime there. 


The pope also named a bishop within the Soviet Union, 
an Angolan archbishop who was kidnapped and held by 
guerrillas for a month in 1982, a French archbishop of 
Polish-Jewish extraction who is a convert to Catholicism, 
and a French Jesuit theologian who is not a bishop. 


The pontiff announced his choices during his weekly 
general audience, and said he will hold a consistory Feb. 
2, the feast of the Presentation of the Lord, to elevate the 
18 men to the College of Cardinals. 


OBSERVERS HERE say the naming of the 18 new 
cardinals demonstrates Pope John Paul’s determination 
to continue the trend toward a body more representative 
of the worldwide Church and his desire to recognize the 
struggles of the hierarchy in Communist-run countries. 

When the 18 new cardinals receive their red hats next 
month, they will increase by seven the number of nations 
represented and include, for the first time in years, a 
cardinal living inthe Soviet Union. 


Thailand, Lebanon, the Ivory Coast, Yugoslavia, 
Angola, New Zealand and East Germany will be added to 
the 50 countries represented by the college’s 120 current 
members. Four of the new cardinals are from Eastern 
Europe, doubling the number from there to eight. 


THE SOVIET Union, previously represented only by 
90-year-old Cardinal Josif Slipyi, the long-exiled 
Ukrainian-rite archbishop of Lvov, will now have a

Briefs 


‘OVERKILL’ — Cardinal John Krol 
of Philadelphia faulted the United States 
for conceding ‘‘a propaganda victory to 
the Soviets’? by rejecting a Soviet arms 
reduction proposal. Speaking at a World 
Day of Peace Mass, Cardinal Krol 
questioned whether the ‘‘so-called 
‘doctrinaire cold warriors’ in the 
administration are delaying serious 
dialogue for disarmament and peace until 
after the United States achieves military 
parity or superiority.’’ While ‘‘no 
reasonable person’’ can insist on 
unilateral disarmament, the cardinal said, 
“‘our nuclear armaments supply us with 
an overkill which insanely exceeds the 
needs of legitimate self-defense.”’ 


‘TRIBUTE’ — Cardinal-designate 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago called his 
elevation to the College of Cardinals ‘‘a 
tribute to the goodness’? of Chicago 
Catholics. He called it an ‘‘affirmation’’ 
of the work an ad hoc committee of U.S. 
bishops, which he heads, is trying to do 
with the pastoral letter on war and peace. 


‘GIFTS’ — Pope John Paul II 
celebrated the feast of the Epiphany Jan. 
6 by ordaining 14 archbishops and 
bishops from seven European and African 
countries. In his homily the pope said the 
gifts which the newly-ordained men could 
offer the infant Jesus are ‘‘the gold of 
love, the incense of prayer and the myrrh 
of suffering.’’ More than 20,000 attended 
the ordination Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica 
on the feast, celebrated in Italy as the 
traditional day of gift-giving. (In the 
United States, Epiphany was celebrated 
Jan. 2, the Sunday nearest Jan. 6.) 


NEW RULES — It will be more 
difficult for Congress to approve new 
restrictions on abortion funding under a 
set of rules adopted by the House of 
Representatives on the first day of the 
98th Congress. But the House leadership 
also dropped another proposed rule which 
would have made it more difficult to bring 
constitutional amendments on issues such 
as abortion to the House floor for a vote. 
Pro-life groups had been protesting the 
two proposed rule changes, saying they 
were an effort by House leaders to stifle 
new pro-life initiatives in Congress. 


TRIP — A papal trip to Central 


God, I call on all Ethiopian bishops, 
priests, monks, soldiers, farmers, 
businessmen, workers, teachers and 
students, children, men and women who 
now live in a state of terror and 
oppression in Ethiopia to take up arms 
and fight.’? About 40 percent of the 
country’s 33.3 million people are 
Orthodox Christians. 


‘DREAMERS’? — One critic of the 
Canadian Catholic Bishops’ Social Affairs 
Commission called the group ‘‘a bunch of 
dreamers’ for a statement attacking 
government and corporate economic 
policies. A nationwide debate was stirred 
by the bishops, who said that Gospel 
values demanded putting the needs of the 
poor above the wants of the rich and the 
rights of workers above company profits. 
Cardinal G. Emmett Carter of Toronto 
expressed ‘‘serious reservations’’ about 
the document and called a_ press 
conference recently to say that the 
statement was not the opinion of the 
whole Canadian hierarchy but only its 
eight-bishop Social Affairs Commission.

A little more than two years have 
passed since the death of Dorothy Day, 


_ but the Catholic Worker movement she 


founded and guided promises to be 
around for a long time to come. 


In the diocese, the Workers’ main 
apostolate continues to be their lunch- 
time soup kitchen in downtown San 
Diego; their spiritual home and mailing 
address is Christ the King parish, where 
they started locally three years ago this 
past November. 


THE CATHOLIC’ Worker 
movement, like its founder herself, is a bit 
of an enigma: it is a loosely structured, 
diffuse organization, which maintains 
hospitality houses across the country and 
publishes its own newspaper, the Catholic 
Worker. The movement combines a deep 
commitment to the poor with a tendency 
toward pacifism, all within the framework 
of a traditional Catholicism. 


Parish baptismal records are now on film 


LINDA VISTA — More than 200 


. volumes of baptismal records are now 


stored on microfilm. The project, which 
had been suspended for nearly a decade, 
took just more than a month to complete, 
Sister of St. Joseph of Carondelet 
Catherine Louise La Coste, diocesan 
archivist, said. 


Transferring baptismal records from all 
89 parishes in the San Diego diocese 
began in 1970 as a summer project for the 
part-time archivist and four seminarians. 
A small group worked at the record-

LAST YEAR Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, 
chancellor, asked Sister 
Catherine Louise to finish the project, 
and wrote to all pastors requesting their 
baptismal registers. 


The archivist and Anacomp 
Micrographics, a national firm with an 
office in Kearny Mesa, finished the task 
just before Christmas. All baptisms from 
1974 to present were recorded. 
Genealogists and qualified scholars will be 
allowed access to the microfilm, Sister 
Catherine Louise said. 


Serving Hands reach across 


border to help Tijuana’s poor

SAN DIEGO — A deacon who last 


year visited Mother Teresa found ‘‘there 
isn’t any worse poverty in Calcutta than 
what exists here at our own doorstep.’’ 
Serving Hands International, a group he 
started, aims to help the poor in Tijuana, 
said Deacon Carl Shelton. 


“Literally there are people who are 
eating dirt,’’ Deacon Shelton said of the 
Tijuana area. Goods taken there by 
Serving Hands have been distributed to 
inmates of La Mesa Penitentiary, clients 
of a half-way house for women recently 
released from prison and people so poor 
they live at the city dump. 


SERVING HANDS blossomed out of 
a St. Brigid prayer group he led. They 
decided to model their effort after a 
prayer group in El Paso ‘‘which has been 
quite active and instrumental in breaking 
the hunger problem in Juarez,’’ he said. 


Eventually the group wants to follow in 
the footsteps of those who fought hunger 
in Sri Lanka, where poverty remains but 
hunger doesn’t because residents learned 
to help themselves, he added. 


FOR NOW, Serving Hands will take 
truckloads of food and clothing to Tijuana 
as often as possible. Before Christmas, 
food enough for 500 families was 
transported to the border area and given 
to Religious who distributed it. Furniture 
and clothing were taken in early 
November when the project began. 
Workers from Serving Hands delivered 
St. Kieran parish’s old organ to the 
prison in Tijuana. 

The outreach service really got going 
when Terry Caster of Caster Enterprises 
donated warehouse and office space and 
computer services, Deacon Shelton said. 
That cut overhead to transportation and 
personnel costs. 


““We are setting it up so it can be done 


on a year-round basis. We have the 
vehicle. We have the resources for 
making it happen.” 

NOW THE program. becomes 
dependent on the public, he noted. ‘‘This 
has to be an expression of a community

effort. It has to have the will of a large 
number of people behind it.’’ 

““The overriding truth is there is more 
than enough food to feed everybody in

does not need to exist’? here, Deacon 
Shelton said. 


A relatively small donation can make a 
large contribution toward a solution, he 
added. ““The cumulative effect can be 
awesomely significant in helping those 
who are starving and hungry.”’

““Miss Day changed radically from a 
1920s Bohemian lifestyle into this very 
conservative woman,’ said Mrs. Betty 
Watson of Christ the King, who 
coordinates many of the Workers’ 
activities here. ‘‘She led the way for social 
change within the Church, yet she stayed 
very close to the Church. She once said 
that if her bishop told her to close the 
doors to her hospitality house, she would. 
She was able to stay within the good 
graces of her bishop and pastor and still 
do the things that were not generally 
accepted.”’ 


The Catholic Workers still do the 
“‘unaccepted’’ at times. Their soup 
kitchen, which couldn’t operate without 
the assistance of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Center, drew a_less-than-favorable 
reception from some of its neighbors 
when it first opened; and their. monthly 
peace vigils near the Naval Air Station at 
North Island, where nuclear weapons are 
undoubtedly stored in the middle of San 


3 « Diego’s harbor, force at least some people 


to examine their own consciences when it 
comes to the nuclear arms race. 


“MOST LOCAL Catholic Worker 
communities are founded by a few like- 
minded people who decide to pool their 
resources, share a house or an apartment, 
and undertake works of mercy,’’ said 
Mrs. Watson. 


“In San Diego we’re different than 
most. Julia Doughty (now with the 
Catholic: Workers. -in Los Angeles) 
organized a soup kitchen, not a 
community. We are a very large, diverse 
group of people sharing a common bond 
— wanting to do Ged’s work as Dorothy 
Day did it,’’ she said. 

Yet there are some differences within 
the group, noted Mrs. Watson, and they 
are respected. ‘“‘I remember two women 
working side by side in our soup kitchen 
chopping vegetables. Both had teenage 
sons. One said that when the time came 
for him to register for the draft, she would 
personally take him to Canada. The other 
said she would personally drive him to 
sign up....”’ 


THE DOWNTOWN soup kitchen 
remains the Catholic Workers’ main 
apostolate, although there are others. 
Mrs. Margaret Blazie, a parishioner at 
Christ the King and an employee at 
O’Connor’s religious goods: store, keeps 
the: group’s books and also visits with 
women prisoners in County detention 
facilities. 


Jesuit Father Richard Howard of 
Christ the King parish has been a long- 
time associate of the group, noted Mrs. 
Watson, and it was there that they cooked 
their first meal. The Workers now serve 
several hundred lunches daily in quarters 
rented for them by the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center. 


The association of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center and the Workers started with 
Msgr. Joseph Topping and has continued 
with the current director, Father Joseph 
Carroll, she said. The group hopes to staff 
a dining room and shelter now planned 
by the Center, she added. 


““WE’VE BEEN very blessed,”’ said 
Mrs. Watson. So many of the parishes 
have been so supportive of us that 
anything we’ve stepped out to do we’ve 
had immediate help. Our lunch line gets 
longer and longer, but as that happens, 
the people who give us food or send 
money seem to give more.”’ 


“There are so many young people in 
our line,’’ said Mrs. Watson. “*Things 
went bad at home and they managed to 
get out here on the promise of a job. They 
find nothing here and have no way to get 
back. The downtown experience is so 
dreadful....’’ 


“One of those desperate young people 
could even be one of my own 
grandchildren in some other city. I pray 
that there’s someone in some other city 
doing what we are doing here. The old 
bag lady could be me save for the grace of 
God. I’ve had the blessing of God to give 
to me a cup of soup to hand to someone 
ielses” ae, 


THE WORKERS, as informal a 
group as they are, hold monthly meetings 
at members’ homes. ‘‘We do accept the 
Catholic Worker position which comes 
out of New York,’’ said Mrs. Watson, 
““but because we want to.”’ 


The peace vigil held the second Sunday 
afternoon of each month at North Island 
will soon shift to the Broadway pier, said 
Mrs. Watson. ‘‘Praise God we can still go 
to North Island on a Sunday. In Soviet 
Russia, good luck!’ 


“Escalation is getting us nowhere,’’ 
said Mrs. Watson. ‘‘It is entirely the 
opposite of any kind of peaceful activity 
and is alien to the Christian concept of 
peace. Bishop Maher was one of the first 
to speak out on this, and I think it’s 
important for Catholics to give him credit 
for his stand on nuclear armaments.”’ 


PERHAPS 30 or 40 Catholic Workers 
do the cooking, serving and washing up at 
the soup kitchen, said Mrs. Watson; the 
“‘community”’ consists of several hundred 
more if one goes by its extensive mailing 
list. Many affiliated with the group are 
retired, many work, and many are young 
people, still living at home. 


But however diverse -they are, and 
however much they are involved in other 
activities, the soup kitchen continues to be 
the hallmark of the Catholic Workers in 
San Diego. 


“The soup kitchen has set our 
pattern,’’ said Mrs. Watson. ‘‘That’s 
who we are.”’

Misuse of language 


Tf language is not used rightly, then what is said is not 
what is meant. 

If what is said is not what is meant, then that which 
ought to be done is left undone. 


If it remains undone, morals and art will be corrupted. 


And if justice goes awry, the people will stand about in 
helpless confusion. 


— Confucius 


In this country there is a Committee on Public 
Doublespeak of the National Council of Teachers of 
English. 

The committee was formed in 1974 to combat the misuse 
of public language by increasing people’s awareness of 
what is good, clear, solid use of language — and what is 
not. 

The committee not only exists to help us recognize what 
doublespeak is, but also emphasizes that clear expression 
reflects clear thinking. 

In a democracy, good clear language is essential for all 
citizens to decide on public issues facing the country. 

According to the committee, ‘‘Language that misleads, 
distorts, mischaracterizes, dishonestly persuades, or 
otherwise manipulates, appears in politics, business, 
sports, education, and entertainment.”’ It serves to confuse 
people. 

Doublespeak is not lying, nor is it merely sloppy 
language — it is the intentional use ot euphemisms, 
synonyms, jargon, and vagueness which pretends to 
communicate. Actually, it does not, or it implies the 
opposite of what it would appear to be communicating. 

In order to recognize when you are being doublespoken 
to, here are a few current examples. First the doublespeak, 
then the plain English: 


Infrastructure — roads and bridges; 

Released — fired; 

Previously owned — used; 

Lemon flavored — fumaric and acipic acid; 
Quarter-pounder — raw meat weight before cooking; 
Negative deficit — profit; 

Downward adjustments — budget cuts; 


Preemptive counterattack — our side starts a war; 


© Deltberate, unprovoked act of aggression — other side starts 
a war; 


© Revenue enhancement — tax increase. 


Got the idea? Watch for it. 


The committee gives an annual award for the worst 
public use of language. The 1982 recipient was the 
Republican National Committee for a television 
commercial showing a postman delivering social security 
checks ‘‘with the 7.4 percent cost-of-living raise that 
President Reagan promised.”’ 


In fact, the cost-of-living increases have been provided 
automatically — by law — since 1975.

- ‘Christian radicalism’ 


Pope John Paul II visited the central Italian towns of Rieti and 
Greccio for what he called a ‘‘Christmas pilgrimage’’ closing 
year-long celebrations of the eighth centenary of the birth of St. 
Francis of Assisi. 


Just one day into the new year, the widely traveled pope made 
his 34th trip within Italy, despite temperatures in the 40s and the 
hectic pace of his holiday activities in the preceding days. 


Pope John Paul delivered six speeches during his seven-hour 
visit to Rieti and nearby Greccio, where on Christmas 1223 St. 
Francis set up the first known nativity scene in history. 


Describing Greccio as ‘‘almost a second Bethlehem,”’ the pope 
launched an appeal for a return to the “‘Christian radicalism’’ 
which St. Francis preached. 


““Be ever more aware of living in an hour similar in many 
aspects to that of the saint, one that urgently needs a witness of 
pure authenticity, of Christian radicalism, in order to emerge 
from the suffocating spirals of a ‘horizontal humanism’ which, 
because it is emptied from within of transcendent values, risks 
leading the entire society to self-destruction,’’ he said. 


“Tt is the time to witness to the Gospel with renewed, clear 
vigor and to preach it sine glossa (in its original purity),’’ the pope 
added. 

Pope John Paul blamed the world’s evils on ‘‘the loss of the 
sense of any morality,’’ which he said has led to the rise of 
atheism, a consumeristic mentality and social injustices. 


In a society like ours, which is looking forward to overcoming 
suffering, slavery, violence and war and at the same time is 
thrown into anguish before the frightening uselessness of its own 
efforts, it is necessary, after having witnessed to it, to preach the 
Gospel with all humility but also with holy courage,’’ the pope 
said. 


Liturgy

The nature of the beast 


To be true to itself and to protect tts own integrity, liturgy must make 
demands. Bastcally, its demands are two: quality and appropriateness. 


There is something intrinsically messy about the symbols we 
use for liturgy. Water has a tendency to overflow or splash, oil 
smears, wine can spill, bread, when broken, leaves crumbs and 
candles — real candles — melt, drip and burn down. 


Trouble starts when we try to ‘“‘tidy up’’ our liturgical 
symbols. For example, baptism celebrates the new Christian’s 
entry into the Paschal Mystery of Jesus Christ — an entry into 
His death and resurrection. The early Church immersed those 
seeking baptism in the waters of a flowing stream or thoroughly 
doused them in a large baptismal pool. When the newly baptized 


- emerged from these waters that ‘‘put to death the old man,’’ it 


was easy enough to celebrate their ‘‘rebirth’’ — birth into the 
resurrected life of Christ, because all had witnessed a powerful. 
symbol which spoke of the death and destruction of all that they 
had been: BRED Kets acs t 


I wonder if Baptism engages our imaginations with as much 
force today? I find it hard to believe that a few drops of water 


. carefully poured over a baby’s head (much less an adult’s!) 


speaks to anyone of a life-threatening, life-giving encounter with 
the divine! Nor does a dab of oil glistening on the newly 
baptized’s head conjure up the biblical image of ‘‘oil on’ the 
head...running down Aaron’s beard to the collar of his robes.”’ 
(Psalm 133). Too often, in an attempt to be neat, we render the 
symbol nearly impotent. ~ 


One of our more visible secondary symbols is the candle. For 


centuries Christians have seen candles as representing the light of | 


Christ — the light we are to be in the world. Like ourselyes, 


candles both blaze and flicker. They dispell the terror of - 


darkness, and they are consumed in the process! When we try to 
make candles neat (something they are not) we rob them of their 


power to speak to us. I am thinking of the now popular metal or | 


vinyl tubes that burn wax cores or small containers of oil. They 
are neat, relatively inexpensive to use, but like plastic or silk 
flowers, they are at best a pale imitation of the real thing. 


As we begin a new year, we might ask ourselves if the symbols 
used in our parish celebrations are true to these criteria.

We don’t like that 
procedure with words; we want everything bright and 
clear. Yet nuances are so important, they allow that most

always be for us who believe in God’s love for us and His 
eternally active power for good. Everything that happens 
everything that is, is part of the unfolding of His plan for 
us. Perhaps it is not as He would have originally 
designed, but as He permits it in the face of our 
limitations. But, inevitably, the potential for good must 
always be greater than the apparent evil. ‘‘I have 
conquered the world,’’ Christ said. 


AS WE STAND on the brink of this new year and hear 
the forebodings of political prophets and economic seers, 
we can, nevertheless, allow ourselves to be filled with joy 
and hope. There may be Communists in the bushes and 
Marxists in the vaults, but God is in control and the spirit 
of Christ is abroad, and we have great cause for rejoicing. 


We can carry those days of springlike clarity and 
delight with us throughout the year, starting each day 
with a sense of newness and perception. We can form the 
habit of really seeing the people and things we look at 
during the day — seeing beyond the familiar film to the 
beauty of creation beneath. We can let joy be unconfined. 


It is not pollyannaish to feel joy in the midst of turmoil 
and pain and suffering. Joy does not deny empathy or 
compassion. It does not deny grief or concern or loss. 
What it does is give them purpose. We suffer much 
anguish because we do not understand why things happen 
as they do and rack our brains trying to find reasons. But 
none of us is able to see from all points of view; none of us

remarkable instrument of all, the human mind, to glide 
along, from the absolutely clear to that which is altered in 
part, and grasp the difference. 


In our culture we are not accustomed to nuances. In 
our TV sitcoms, the characters are one-dimensional, 
something like fugitives from a comic strip, with no 
variations in between. Or reflect upon much of our 
advertising, where the tendency is to come on strong, 
single-purposed; let there be no’ possibility of confusion 
lest the sale be lost, the article misunderstood. 


How lovely is sacred scripture in its usages of this 
technique. This is where the fundamentalist preachers 
miss the boat completely. They pull words out of context, 
strip them of variations of emphasis and then preach an 
either/or version of the gospel. They want no shadings; 
it’s easier to be simplistic. Tell it like it is; there are only 
sinners or saints. 


Homosexuality — 


Does a person choose a homosexual orientation? A 
legion of writers have addressed this question and 
probably the most balanced reply is to indicate that there 
are three major schools of thought regarding the origin of 
a person’s homosexuality: 


A person is basically born homosexual. This school of 
thought has many variants: e.g., homosexual persons are 
born with a certain hormonal structure which moves them 
in a certain direction sexually; or some persons are born 
with a given inclination sexually. 


THIS VIEW would of necessity support the assertion 
that homosexual men and women should never be 
punished, ridiculed or ostracized: they sustain an 
orientation beyond their choosing. 


Society and the Church should thus assist them in 
adapting well to this given reality. 


Theologically, some authors rooted in this school of 
thought would indicate that the power of sin is virulent in 
the world, and one way that this power has manifested 
itself is in the configurations of human sexualilty. 


HOMOSEXUALITY IS an example of such a 
configuration; and thus must the Church always be 
present to the homosexual person as healer and liberator. 

Parental influence forms children into _ either 
heterosexual or homosexual persons. 


This school of thought is very complex. For example, 


many authors here indicate that all men and women 
sustain a spectrum of sexuality, and we all grow with 
general tendencies toward either heter- or homo- 
sexuality (the Kinsey studies are a good example). 


SOME WRITERS here place a great deal of emphasis 
on the first seven years of a person’s life and greatly 
underline the manner in which a child relates to his or her 
father. 


The manner of relating or not-relating will bear 
significant results later in a person’s life: €.28.,) 1a 
homosexual is seeking in a relationship a construct which 
he or she lost in the parental (mainly paternal) 
relationship. 


This school of thought normally counsels that with 
therapy and good guidance a person can be assisted to see 
what he or she suffered in the parental atmosphere; and 
insight will serve as a springboard to deal well with one’s 
homosexuality. 


AN INTRINSIC difficulty in this school of thought is 
that parents can easily conclude that the homosexuality of 
their son or daughter was their fault: they did or did not 
do something to cause the condition. 


It is pastorally essential that parents never blame 
themselves for their children. As a general rule, parents 
do a superb job in raising their children. 


Homosexuality is the result. of environmental 


influences. 


can stand in every person’s moccasins and so our 
judgements and perceptions will always be prejudiced and 
qualified. Only God sees the whole perspective and into 
each heart, and we can rejoice that He does. 


WHEN WE SAY that a Christian is one who lives in 
peace and joy, it does not mean that Christians are 
immune to the usual human stresses and trials, nor that 
they would be free from fear or suffering. It is that this 
vulnerable, quaking shell of defensive reactions and 
subjective assessments encompasses a core of absolute 
certainty and faith — a center of calm and trust, a 
refraction of otherworldness that knows reality does not 
necessarily lie in what we touch and see and hear. | 


We can afford to be joyful because we have read the 
end of the book first. Christ has told us how it will all end 
and where our destiny lies. We are pilgrims on our way to 
an unimaginably wonderful encounter with an 
unimaginably wonderful love and nothing that occurs on 
the journey can modify or diminish that. Unworthy and 
fainthearted as we are, our destiny is infinitely more 
marvelous than we could possibly imagine. And we will 
all reach our destiny, one way or another. God will see to 
that. 


So rejoice and be glad. This is the day that the Lord has 
made, the day of springtime. 


READ THE words of Jesus as presented by the 
evangelists. The nuances are there: in the case of the 
woman taken in adultery, in the parables of the Prodigal 
Son and the Good Samaritan. Notice how Christ treated 
each person in a different manner, accommodating His 
language according to the needs of the individual. 
Christ’s ‘“‘method’’ (which was no method) is a lesson 
both in pastoral conduct and in the immense love of God, 
shaded in different ways for each one of us.

It’s a shame that the bishops’ pastoral probably was 
not, nor will be interpreted in a nuanced way. TV 
anchormen and the journalists do not want shadings. 
(These are for the extended essay, the longer piece.) All a 
reporter will ask is this: are you for or against? Are you on 
the side of America or against it? The nuances get lost in 
the transition. But on the next sunny day, look up at the 
clouds and thank the God Who imparts His lesson from 
nature: the shadings He has provided add variety and 
color to life. Yes, and a different way to see things. 


PRESENTLY THIS school of thought carries the 
most influence among writers and counselors. The view 
stresses that we are all ‘“‘situated’? (rather than 
“‘conditioned’’) by our contexts (the home being only one 
among many) and our social environment. 


This school of thought normally leads to the conclusion 
that therapy and counselling can lead a person: to 
understand what factors have contributed to a 
homosexual ideation. The more one understands this 
context, the more will one be able to deal well and viably 
with it. 

In summary, we know a great deal more today about 
homosexuality than we have ever known before. 


THIS ‘‘UNCLOSETING”’ of homosexuality leads to 
some good results: e.g., we are able to penetrate much of 
the mystery and misunderstanding which has surrounded 
the question 

The remainder of this series will be addressed to the 
moral and pastoral ramifications of what these first two 
articles indicate: 


(1) A person does not choose to be homosexual; 


(2) One should not conclude that he or she is 
homosexual merely because of homosexual activity; 


(3) In dealing with the sensitive relationship between 


condition and act, we must as Christians and Catholics pay 
close attention to what we can learn from the social 
sciences, from Sacred Scripture and from the Church.

cardinal within its borders. He is Bishop Julijans 
Vaivods, 87, apostolic administrator ad nutum Sanctae Sedis 
of the dioceses of Riga and Liepaja. 


Both dioceses are in Latvia, which in 1940 was forcibly 
annexed into the Soviet Union, resulting in persecution of 
the Church there and continued restrictions on all phases 
of religious life. 


Also named a cardinal was Archbishop Alexandre do 
Nascimento of Lubango, Angola, who was kidnapped last 
October by UNITA, a guerrilla group opposed to the 
Marxist government there. He was released a month later 
after UNITA officials said the kidnapping was a mistake 
and sought contacts with the Vatican. The archbishop is 
also apostolic administrator ad nutum Sancte Sedis of 
Onjiva, an area where the guerrillas operate. 


(THE LATIN term means “‘at the will of the Holy 
See’’ and is usually used when the Vatican acts on its own 
initiative, without being asked to do something. In the 
context of both Archbishp do Nascimento and Bishop 
Vaivods the reason is obviously the delicate political 
situations in both countries.) 

Included in the group of new cardinals is Archbishop 
Jean-Marie Lustiger of Paris, who was born in France of 
Polish-Jewish immigrants. The future cardinal converted

to Roman Catholicism while a teenager. 


The other cardinals from Communist-dominated 
Eastern Europe include Bishop Joachim Meisner of 
Berlin, Archbishop Franjo Kuharic of Zagreb, 
Yugoslavia, and Archbishop Glemp. 


*“THE BREATH of universality which is proper to the 
entire Church is manifested with marked accent in the 
Sacred College, the venerable assembly of the closest 
collaborators of the pope,’’ Pope John Paul said in 
announcing the appointments. 


The 18 new members will maintain the European 
dominance in the College of Cardinals (ten of the new 
members are Europeans, bringing to 71 their number out 
of a total of 138). There are 14 North Americans, 14 
Africans, 12 Asians, 23 Latin Americans and four 
cardinals from Oceania. 


Although two of Pope John Paul’s appointees are 86 
and 87 years old, and thus barred from voting in a papal 
election, where the maximum age is 80, the general thrust 
of his nominations is toward giving the College of 
Cardinals a younger face. 

CARDINAL-designate Alfonso Lopez Trujillo of 
Medellin, Columbia, will become the youngest member 
of the body, at age 47. Two more cardinals-designate are 
in their 40s, and another seven in their 50s. 


Abp. Bernardin to become 10th U.S. card.

When Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago 
officially joins the College of Cardinals on Feb.2, he will 
become the 10th U.S. cardinal. 

Two of them are over 80 years of age and thus ineligible 
to vote in a papal election. They are Cardinal Patrick A. 
O’Boyle, 86, who was named a cardinal in 1967 and was 
archbishop of Washington from 1948 to 1973, and 
Cardinal Lawrence J. Shehan, 84, who was named a 
cardinal in 1965 and was archbishop of Baltimore from’ 
1961 to 1974. 

TWO OTHERS are retired archbishops: Cardinal 
John F. Dearden, 75, who was named a cardinal in 1969 
and was archbishop of Detroit from 1950 to 1980, and 
Cardinal John J. Carberry, 78, also named a cardinal in 
1969, who was archbishop of St.Louis from 1968 to 1979. 


One is a Vatican official: Cardinal William W. Baum, 
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The active Carmelite Sister’s life is one of loving 
dedication in His service within the closeness of 
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56, who was appointed prefect of the Congregation for 
Catholic Education in 1980 after seven years as 
archbishop of Washington. He was named a cardinal in 
1976. 


The others are: 


® Cardinal Terence J. Cooke, 61, named archbishop 
of New York in 1968 and a cardinal in 1969; 

¢ Cardinal John J. Krol, 72, named archbishop of 
Philadelphia in 1961 and a cardinal in 1967; 

¢ Cardinal Timothy Manning, 73, a native of 
Ireland, named archbishop of Los Angeles in 1970 and a 
cardinal in 1973. 


© Cardinal Humberto Medeiros, 67, a native of the 
Azores, named archbishop of Boston in 1970 and a 
cardinal in 1973. 
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One of the new cardinals is not even a bishop. He is 
Jesuit Father Henri de Lubac, 86, an outstanding French 
theologian. 


The complete list of 18 new cardinals includes: 


Maronite Patriarch Antoine Pierre Khoraiche of Antioch, 
who lives in Beirut, Lebanon; Archbishop Bernard Yago 
of Abidjan, Ivory Coast; Archbishop Aurelio Sabattani, 
Pro-prefect of the Vatican’s Supreme Tribunal of the 


Apostolic Signature; Archbishop Franjo Kuharic of ~ 


Zagreb, Yugoslavia; Archbishop Giuseppe Casoria, pro- 
prefect of the Vatican’s Congregation for the Sacraments 
and Divine Worship; and Archbishop Jose Ali Lebrun 
Moratinos of Caracas, Venezuela. 


ALSO, ARCHBISHOP Joseph Bernardin of Chicago; 
Archbishop Michael Michai Kitbunchu of Bangkok, 
Thailand; Archbishop Alexandre do Nascimento of 
Lubango, Angola; Archbishop Alfonso Lopez Trujillo of 
Medellin, Columbia, president of the Latin American 
Bishops’ Council; Archbishop Godfried Danneels of 
Malines-Brussels, Belgium; and Archbishop Thomas 
Stafford of Wellington, New Zealand. 


Also, Archbishop Carlo Maria Martini of Milan, Italy; 
Archbishop Jean-Marie Lustiger of Paris; Archbishop 
_Jozef Glemp, the primate of Poland; Bishop Julijans 
Vaivods, apostolic adminstrator of Riga and Liepaga, 
Latvia; Bishop Joachim Meisner of Berlin; and Father 
Henri de Lubac, S.J. 


Before 1918, even laymen could, in theory, be named 
cardinals; after that, only a priest was eligible, and since 
1962 everyone not a bishop when he was named cardinal 
had to be ordained to the episcopacy before actually 
receiving the red hat, and this will no doubt be the case 
with Father de Lubac. 


ANOTHER ODDITY in Pope John Paul’s choices 
was the Maronite Patriarch Koraiche, the College’s 
second Eastern rite cardinal. The other is 70-year-old 
Cardinal Stephanos I Sidarouss, Coptic Patriarch of 
Alexandria, Egypt. Unlike Latin rite cardinals, the two 
will not hold titular dioceses around Rome, reflecting the 
College’s origins, when only the bishops, priests and 
deacons of the Roman churches were members.

MIAMISBURG, Ohio (NC) — 
Howard Charbeneau can remember 
when, as a parochial school student in the 
1950s, Sisters of Charity would lead his 
class in prayers for the oppressed in 
Russia. 


Today Charbeneau, public relations 
director for the Monsanto Mound Facility 
here, where detonators for the nation’s 
nuclear arsenal are produced, is on the 
other side of discussions with Sisters of 
Charity who are protesting against his 
company’s policies. 

STOCKHOLDERS’ resolutions 
offered by the Sisters of Charity, who own 
stock in the company, coupled with the 
proposed pastoral statement by the U.S. 
bishops condemning nuclear weapons, 
have alienated Charbeneau from much of 
the Church’s leadership. 


Others at the plant, operated by 
Monsanto for the U.S. Department of 
Energy, agree with Charbeneau, but 
there are a few exceptions among the 
2,000 workers. 


As a protest Charbeneau has put 
money for national Church collections 
into an. escrow account. Disarmament 
advocates in the Church, he says, ‘‘are 
out of place. What they are going to cause 
in the Church is nothing but 
divisiveness.’’ 


HE SAID Church leaders should stay 
out of political issues because they do not 
have access to classified information 
needed to make a reasonable judgement 
on the arms issue. 


But while Monsanto employees like 
Charbeneau argue that the bishops have 
gone too far, at least one Catholic argues 
they have not gone far enough. 

Rosemary Walker said she has never 
felt comfortable working for a company 
that has a direct hand in the manufacture 
of nuclear weapons.

Both the Vatican document and the diocesan guidelines 
encourage honesty in ecumenical dialogue and ‘‘caution 
against a ‘false irenicism,’ an ill-informed geniality,’’ 
said Father Duncanson. ‘‘We’re into a period of taking a 
realistic look at where we are ecumenically, and we 
recognize that there are still serious doctrinal differences, 
which call us to a greater sense of prayer and discipline.’’ 


THE NEW diocesan guidelines are the result of work 
originally begun under Msgr. John Portman, a past 
commission chairman and now pastor of Sacred Heart 
Church in Coronado, noted Father Mikulanis. 


“The guidelines are a good manual for responsible 
ecumenism in our parishes,’’ said Father Mikulanis. ‘‘So 
much can be done to damage the quest for Christian unity 
by well-intentioned but misdirected people. We are a long 
way from agreement, and this must be recognized.”’ 

The diocesan guidelines encourage common prayer 
between Catholics ‘‘and members of other religious 
groups...for any common concern in which they can and 
should cooperate.”

In another column, Yaconelli admits that Evangelicals 
have had a patronizing attitude and arrogance that ‘‘is 
especially noticeable when it comes to Catholics.”’ 


“Confessions of an Ex-Protestant’’ is a loving, but 
doctrinally naive tribute to the Church, written by a 
woman who now attends Mass. 


WHILE THE editorials are direct, the humorous 
features can be widely interpreted. The humor sometimes 
is ‘‘tasteless,’’ the Reverend Gerald Cox, executive 
director of the San Diego Evangelical Association said. 


_ “On the whole it’s a pretty delightful magazine. 


But...sometimes it goes way beyond the bounds of good 
taste. Sometimes it does stupid er-sacrilegious things and 
that bothers me,’’ he said. 


He found the bingo cover funny, but said the articles 
“on the whole were very poorly done.’’ He was 
‘appalled’? at a bogus advice column from an 
archbishop. Rev. Cox said the column was ‘“‘tasteless’’ 
and made no point. 


The topics handled by the ‘‘archbishop’’ include birth 
control, drug addiction, sex and marriage annulment. 
The archbishop gives heartless, stereotypical answers. For 
instance, one of the letters, from a girl wanting advice on 
sex because her mother won’t provide it, is told ‘‘It seems 
to me that you are a dirty-minded little girl whose mind is 
filled with horrible thoughts. I suggest that you not ask 
any questions at all until you are married. It is best that 
way.’ 


DESPITE HIS misgivings about the publication, the 
intent of the editors is not malicious, Rev< Cox feels. 
“‘They’re just looking for stuffed shirts to punch holes 
in,’’ he said, recalling the issue about women. That cover 
featured a housewife who had obviously been run through 
a wringer, and a headline ‘‘The Totaled Woman.”’ 


This is the first issue of The Wittenburg Door that is 
devoted to one particular denomination, Rice said. 


_‘‘We’ve picked on Protestants for 12 years and we 


thought it might be time to pick on Catholics.’’. 


“‘T really honestly don’t think very many people would 
take this as an attack on the Catholic Church,’’ Rev. Cox 
said, ‘‘any more than they would look on the (Marvel) 
comic of the pope as the definitive biography of the 
pope.”’ 


‘WE TRIED to show we have much to learn from 
Catholics. At the same time we tried to make some 
statements. If we think bingo is stupid, we’re not afraid to 
say it’s stupid,’’ Yaconelli said. 


“‘Evangelicals are not really high on ecumenism 
anyway, as far as organized ecumenism (goes). We feel 
that that sometimes seeks the lowest common 
denominator,”’ said Rev. Cox. 

“*I don’t want to imply we are ready to fight anybody, 
but we do have a strong statement of faith about the 
Scripture and the divinity of Christ that we’re certainly 
not going to compromise on.”’ 


common worship must not be considered as a means to be 
used indiscriminately...common worship ought to express 
a unity which already exists.”’ 

Final discretion in this, as well as matters regarding the 
reception of the sacraments by non-Catholics and 
Catholic participation in non-Catholic services, is ‘‘left to 
the prudent decision of the local episcopal authority, 
unless the bishops’ conference according to its own 
statutes, or the Holy See, has determined otherwise,’’ 
says the document, quoting the Decree on Ecumenism. 


The document pays special attention to the Eucharist, 
which, as Father Duncanson noted, is the ‘‘privileged 
sign of unity’’ that exists, and not “‘the means to an end.”’ 


CATHOLICS MAY not receive communion in non- 
Catholic churches ‘‘because that church’s beliefs and 
doctrines are not in accord with those of the Catholic 
Church,’’ it says; further, baptized non-Catholics may 
receive communion in a Catholic church only when six 
specific criteria are met and only with the bishop’s 
permission. 


Exceptions are made under certain circumstances for 
Catholics and Eastern Orthodox Christians to receive the 
Eucharist and: sacramental reconciliation when access to 
one’s own priest is not possible. 


The Eastern Orthodox Churches, ‘‘although separated 
from us, yet possess true sacraments — above all — by 
apostolic succession — the priesthood and the Eucharist, 
whereby they are still joined to us in closest intimacy,”’ 
say the guidelines, again quoting the Decree on Ecumenism. 


THE NEW joint marriage guidelines agreed to by the 
Catholic and Episcopal dioceses are ‘‘a good sign of what 
openness and dialogue can do,’’ said Father Mikulanis. 
“It is an important theological statement on marriage, 
and eliminates the fear that one partner would have to 
give up his religion for the other.”’

Although Catholics and Orthodox are closest in their 
beliefs, said Father Mikulanis, the most productive 
dialogue so far as been with Anglicans and Lutherans, 
although there is no overall authority to speak for these 
two communions. 


Father Mikulanis sees positive ecumenical 
accomplishments by the laity-in some parishes. ‘‘I an: 
encouraged to see the development of a good working 
relationship with neighboring churches, a breaking down 
of the tremendous walls and barriers between people. 
This leads to pastors and clergy talking to each other. In 
the diocese we have some good ecumenical gatherings.”’ 


THE CATHOLIC Church has taken the lead in 
ecumenical endeavor since the last Vatican Council, both 
priests noted, and no longer regards separated Christians 
as heretical. 

“‘We encourage our people to respect the beliefs of 
other Christians,’’ said Father Duncanson. ‘‘But it is still 
not uncommon for some evangelicals to say that Catholics 
are not even Christians.”’ 


“We have to recognize some of the mistakes of the 
past,’’ said Father Duncanson, speaking of future 
dialogue. ‘‘And we have to make a distinction between 
the essentials of our faith and the non-essentials, 
remembering in everything, charity.”’

Perdidos en el bullicio del debate sobre armas nucleares durante la conferencia de 
obispos del pasado noviembre, cuatro pasos decisivos han llevado la realidad hispana a 
primer plano en las prioridades episcopales. 


En concreto: 

* unos 34 obispos se reunieron en un foro especial dedicado al apostolado hispano 
para proponer que se destinen mds fondos a dicha actividad, que se creen nuevos 
programas con creatividad, y que se de una c4lida bienvenida al hispano en toda la 
Iglesia; ‘ 

© se autorizé la redaccién de una declaracién pastoral de la conferencia episcopal en 
torno a la realidad hispana;

In Brendan Behan’s play The Quare 
Fellow, a prison guard tells a young 
convict that he should be sure to 
remember to pray for judges because 
they’re old men with too much money 
and thus subject to temptation. 


This line came to mind, however 
unfairly, when I read in Variety (Dec. 29) 
about Connecticut Superior Court Judge 
Norris O’Neill’s ruling that nude dancers 
were entitled to First Amendment 
protection. 


‘““~DANCE IS as constitutionally 
protected as speech,’’ said Judge O’ Neill. 
And since, therefore, a warrant. from a 
“‘disinterested magistrate’’ finding 
probable cause is necessary to interfere 
with a citizen’s right to speak freely, so 
police in Connecticut will now be 
required to proceed in similar fashion 
against ‘‘exotic’’ dancers. 


Does O’Neill, I wonder, really imagine 
that the unfortunate women who do this 
sort of thing are expressing themselves? I 
hesitate to venture an opinion in an area I 
know so little about, but it seems to me 
that they’re slavishly conforming to the 
lewdest and most exploitative of male 
fantasies. 


Suppose a woman really wanted to 
express herself by dancing in the nude — 
say, a symbolic dance in favor of nuclear 
disarmament — and she chose to do so in 
front of O’Neill’s home, which I’m sure is 
in a much tonier neighborhood than the 
kind blighted by the strip joints that are 
the ordinary locales for such First 
Amendment-protected activity, the kind 
where poor people live. 


I’M INCLINED to think that no 
matter how sedate the lady’s dance, a 
squad car would soon be on its way, and a 
crimp would be put in her freedom of 
expression, warrant or no_ warrant. 
Getting a warrant takes time, after all, 
and the judge couldn’t sign one in this 
case because he’d hardly qualify as 
“‘disinterested.”’ 


Let’s look at another case, a recent 
conflict in Seattle over the sale of some 
home video games, especially ‘‘Custer’s 
Revenge,’’ in which a figure representing 
General Custer makes his way across a 
screen to be rewarded, if he survives, with 
the opportunity to rape an Indian woman 
tied to a post.

This abomination, manufactured by a 
Los Angeles company called American 
Multiple Industries, has provoked 
outrage wherever it has appeared, 
according to the account in Variety (Nov. 
24). 

IN SEATTLE, the Office of Women’s 
Rights, a municipal organization, sent 
out a letter on its official letterhead urging 
groups to boycott any retailer selling the 
product. The mayor’s office promptly 
reacted to this show of feminine initiative 
by issuing a statement to the effect that it 
was “‘not appropriate’’ for a government 
agency to promote such a boycott, and the 
Office of Women’s Rights had to back 
down. 


The retraction, however, came too late 
to_ prevent the local American Civil 
Liberties Union office from going into 
what Variety calls a ‘‘snit.’’ Though the 
game in question was ‘‘unspeakable,”’ 
said an ACLU spokesman, no 
government agency has the right to 
discourage its sale. 


I can, albeit with considerable effort, 
see some point to the ACLU protest, but [ 
can’t for the life of me go along with 
Judge O’Neill’s reasoning. Such 
differences aside, however, the principle 
behind both positions is the same: 
dangerous consequences could flow from 
restricting even the most blatantly 
offensive and anti-social of activities. Let 
the government prohibit nude dancing 
and sexually oriented video games today, 
the venerable argument runs, and 
tomorrow it will be suppressing free 
speech in general and legitimate political 
dissent in particular. 


I HAVE the greatest respect for 
venerable arguments, but I’d like to take 
issue with this one on two counts. First of 
all, those who hold fast to a single general 
principle come hell or high water are 
often called unkind things in other 
circumstances. Yet the secular press for 
the most part treats the ACLU and jurists 
such as Judge O’Neill as large-minded 
and liberal. Whereas: it stigmatizes those 
struggling against legalized abortion as 
narrow-minded prigs and fanatics. 


My second, and more serious, 
difficulty is that the champions of freedom 
at all costs seem to betray not the least 
awareness that the flourishing, ever- 
growing sex industry, often mob- 
controlled, is a clear and present danger 
to American freedom. The sex industry, 
according to Conventual Franciscan 
Father Bruce Ritter, who runs a shelter 
for young runaways in New York’s Times 
Square area, is a continuum that extends 
from the 12-year-old prostitutes on New 
York’s Minnesota Strip to the lofty 
reaches of legitimate entertainment, that 
devours young people, chews them up 
and spits them out when it’s done with 
them. 


The sex industry disrupts family life in 
a thousand ways. Yet the protection of 
family life is one of the main purposes of 
any rightly ordered government. 


YOU REMEMBER the words: to 
promote life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. And since the Bible seems to 
be so unchic these days, let me conclude 
with a quote from that old pagan 
Sophocles in the final choric ode of 
“‘Antigone’”’: ‘‘There is no happiness 
where there is no wisdom. No wisdom but 
in submission to the gods.’
